Dick Bitner: A Loving Tribute

| would like to open by thanking 
all those hams who came to Dad’s 
funeral last Thursday. He would 
have been moved by that tribute. 
While | was in the receiving line, | 
was approached by Martin 
Brossman, who asked me to write 
to him concerning some of Dad’s 
adventures in radio. | agreed and 
here are the results. | hope you 
find them entertaining, enlighten- 
ing, and instructional. 


My earliest memories of Dad and 
radio go back to when | was three 
or four. We had just moved into 
an apartment in Kent, Ohio, and | 
remember Dad setting up his 
shack. It was the corner of their 
bedroom which was probably all 
of 12x12. He had a small table 
with his Heathkit 6er and 2er — 
some of you older hams may re- 
member these “lunchbox rigs.” | 
remember him talking and listen- 
ing long into the night while he 
was studying. 


A couple years 
later we bought © 
a house in Mun- | 
roe Falls, and 
Dad joined the 
Cuyahoga Falls 
Radio Club. It 
was then that 
he started his 
career of mentoring. His protégé 
was Mike Young, and Dad took 
him under his wing. Mike became 
a fixture of our lives for more 
than a decade and, as far as | 
know, lives only a block from our 
old house. The last | saw, there 
was an antenna farm behind that

Zero! That’s the number of folks who 
signed the public service volunteer sheet at 
the last RARS meeting — a disappointing 
number from a club of over 225 members 
which claims to be public service oriented. 
Are we all too busy to help with a Saturday 
event? Are we no longer interested in pub- 
lic service? Do you think a fellow ham will 
volunteer so you won't have to? | hope the 
answer to these questions is NO! 


There are a dedicated 6 to 8 RARS mem- 
bers who can be routinely counted on for 
covering our public service events. These 
folks commit their time as soon as the 
event is announced. Unfortunately, most 
events require a dozen or more hams to 
provide effective communications support. 
While the demand for help has increased, 
the number of those willing to obligate 
their time has decreased. Attempts to 
organize hams representing 5% of our 
membership are laborious and take on the 
characteristics of a nagging in-law — a 
situation that is neither pleasant for the 
coordinator nor for those listening. 


\ To those who are not physically able, are 
\truly time restricted, or who just aren’t 
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interested, consider yourselves excused. 
For the rest of us, let’s get going! 


A typical public service event is fun and 
easy. Once you sign up, you'll be given an 
assignment as a radio operator. Typically, 
you may be stationed at a rest stop, moni- 
tor the course in a SAG (Support And 
Gear) vehicle or assigned to shadow an 
event official. Your job is to relay informa- 
tion. Some jobs are busier than others, but 
usually there’s just enough radio chatter to 
keep things interesting. You are typically fed 
during these events. You'll get to meet 
interesting people and see exciting activi- 
ties. Many events provide t-shirts, hats, or 
pins.All provide good feelings when the 
day is done and almost endless “thank- 
you's” from the event staff. What a great 
way to do a good deed and play radio at 
the same time. 


So, how about it? Give those public service 
opportunities you're always hearing about 
a serious thought and sign up....at least 
once. I'll bet you'll be back for more.

ing kit radios, trading, and putting up antennas. When Dad 
decided he wanted a tower, he found one (I think he 

§ traded) — and a host of people showed up to raise it. He’d 
already dug the hole at the rear of the house against the 

| foundation and had the tower itself bolted together. He 

_ had a rotor installed. | don’t know why it took all day to 
put it up then — it could be because of a liquid that was a 
mystery to me then: amber/red and white. A year or so 
later, he installed another antenna on the garage roof. The 
problem was that we were in the approach path for the 
local university airfield. Dad was likely OK with the height, 
but | remember a Piper J3 Cub clipping it with a wheel one 
afternoon. | also remember calls from neighbors about in- 
f terference on their TVs. The most unusual call came one 

i frigid winter night — a night of high winds and a full moon 
in a cloudless sky. She asked if we were aware that there 
was a UFO hovering over our house. It seems that the 
winds were so fierce that the antenna was not just turning, but also spinning, and the reflection from 
the full moon made it look like a disk! 


Dad was always trading and collecting equipment. Once he traded for a linear amplifier. Every time he 
keyed the mike, the lights in the house dimmed noticeably. When he was using his key, the lights 
would flash along with the CW he was sending. The cabinet for the linear was the stand for an awe- 
some array of gear from Heathkit, Hallicrafters, Ranger, and Drake. | used to hang out in the room he 
used for his shack, listening. There was a bed in there, and | would sometimes fall asleep to his voice 
contacting distant places like Australia. 


Dad loved to go to ham gatherings to trade, buy, and swap yarns with people that he’d met by voice. | 
remember going to the big hamvention in Dayton, Ohio one year. Thousands of hams were there, and 
we were camping at a local KOA with a group that Dad had started called the “Camper’s Net.” One 
of the guys didn’t know where he was driving his tent stakes and accidentally punctured a campground 
water line. When we went out to breakfast, Mom drove in and helped the waitress serve coffee. We 
also went to many smaller gatherings in Findlay, Ohio. | think that was where Dad first saw and fell in 
love with Yaesu radios. All | know for sure is that one day, a bunch of gear was gone, and in their 
place was a singe transceiver-an FT IOI E. 


Field Days with the Falls club were always busy and exciting. We had a tent or trailer for each band, 
and the airport (the one next door) would turn into a temporary communications hub for that long 
weekend in June. One of the temporary shacks was a disaster relief truck that the Red Cross let us 
use. | think it was for the 2 meter team. Well, one of the other kids and | were pretending to drive it, 
and we must have turned on one of the accessory switches because the battery died. Dad was not 
amused, but the club had done well on contacts that year, so he wasn’t too mad. Another club activity 
was the rabbit hunt. A club member was designated as the rabbit and had to take a mobile rig and 
hide, in his car, within a designated area, say 5x5 miles. The rabbit would then transmit for one minute 


in ten. The other hams were “hounds” and had to find the rabbit using loop antennas. | think there 
was a time limit of 3 hours. Dad was the rabbit several times and | always went with him on these 
summer afternoon games. 


When | was ten, | noticed a moving van a couple doors down the street. There were two station wag- 
ons in the drive, and both had Michigan plates with call signs on them. The Nicholas Family had ar- 
rived — and with it, a lifelong friendship with another ham. Nelson had more stuff than Dad, and they 
were constantly sharing and working together. The summer of ’76, Dad, Nelson, and a couple others 
decided to do their own thing for Field Day and got permission to set up in the parking lot of the Jun- 
ior High next door. The problem was setting up antennas. The solution was a bow and an arrow with 
a messenger line attached. Shoot the arrow over the top of a light standard and attach the wire to the 
messenger, then pull it over the top. We used Nelson’s tent trailer for a shack and had loads of fun. 
That spring, | tried to get my novice license. | could send at 25 and receive at 20, but even with Dad 
coaching, | failed the test by one question. | could tell Dad was a little sad, but he didn’t push the issue. 


By this time the shack had moved into the basement. We'd divided it up into two rooms with my 
grandmother living in one room and Dad using the other for his radios. He drilled a hole through the 
basement wall and ran his antenna cables through. For a few years all was well. One day, | went in 
there to get a can of soup out of the pantry cupboard and noticed a yellow jacket drifting around. 
Then another. And another! Seems Dad forgot to seal the opening with putty. 


A few years after this, | went to the Falls Club annual auction and flea market. | was a freshman in col- 
lege, and | was looking for something unique to do on campus. There, sitting on a table, was an old 
Drake 2B with speaker box. | was in love and paid the man his asking price of $110. When | showed it 
to Dad a little later, he was pleased with the purchase and even asked if he could borrow it from time 
to time. | still have it, but it’s missing the audio amplifier tube. Dad showed me how to use it, and | 
spent long hours studying with the old mono headphones listening to international broadcasts and 
CW. Since | didn’t have space for an antenna, Dad suggested | hook a wire from the screwdown an- 
tenna lead to the ground screw of the plug over my desk. My dorm building was my antenna, thanks 
to Dad’s wisdom. Throughout all this, Dad was teaching kids and adults the mysteries of radio, setting 
up phone patch communications for exchange 
students, and participating in SEYWARN.

When my family moved to N.C., Dad continued 
these activities, and the legacy of his desire to 
help others is manifest in the people who came 
to us at the funeral and thanked us. If you want 
to be a part of this tradition, you could contrib- \ 
ute to the foundation established in his name, | 
or, even better, find some bright, bored, kid agate = 
who needs an outlet for his energy, talent, and 
imagination — take that kid under your wing and 
mentor, mentor, mentor! 


Dad would approve.

It 
seems to me that death is less painful if | take time to 
feel the loss and remember all the wonders of their 
life. That was easy with Dick, for like Barbara said, we 
know he is going to a great place! 
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His wife Molly knew how important the ham radio family 
was to Dick, and | was honored when she asked Charles 
Murray me to share what was going on over the net. 


Though difficult, | was also honored to announce his 
passing, for | respected him so much. Molly mentioned 
that it was a shame he did not get to talk more on his 
new antenna. | told her that in the world of ham radio, 
part of the victory is simply getting that big antenna up in 
the air and working! He accomplished that! 


He also accomplished a number of other things lately. 

One was being honored with the responsibility to give the latest information pertaining to the 
slowing of global warming. He completed a business training course | gave and was a great asset to 
the class. He was President of our local amateur radio society was VERY proud of that. He had 
started to develop a team of new business allies to create a whole new business opportunity that 
would help him and others. Those are just a few of the things | know about, and | am sure there are 
many more. 


When | met his son, Scott, at the funeral and mentioned that | was a ham radio friend, that seemed 
to spark something within him. He told me how he grew up with ham radio friends. Scott remi- 
nisced, “I grew up around ham radio and just saw it as part of life. | remember the lights dimming in 
the house when dad would turn the linear amplifiers on.” He was encouraged to take the test many 
times but just seemed to be to busy with life, but now he wants to take it right away! He also plans 
on taking a few of his dad’s key radios back with him and hopes to even reclaim his father’s call sign. 

| told him that there were a lot of hams in this area who were good friend with his dad and would be 
glad to help him. 


| also learned at the funeral that Dick was a Free Mason. The Masonic last rights ceremony at the 
funeral was quite moving and was delivered with clear love and respect. Each of Dick’s children 
spoke of him as being as great a father. They shared stories of him working long hours but always 
being there for them. 


To me, Dick was a walking example of a man who was committed to making a difference in other 
people’s lives. He was a man with heart, strength, and compassion — a calming force that made a 
difference in my life. | intend to take his commitment of making a difference into my life as a 
reminder to do the same. All that knew Dick are better people for it. And | will miss him.

Hams have always loved to swap equipment, and | suspect the original hamfests grew from 
those roots. | can imagine something like a gathering at the old country store with hams sit- 
ting around talking about their exploits and swapping more stories than equipment. Back in 
the day, the number of amateur radio operators grew as equipment manufacturing became 
more industrialized — making parts and equipment more readily available. With that growth, 
those country store gatherings probably became more organized; clubs would have been 
formed; and hamfests would be born — probably more like what we call a “Swap-fest” today. 
But | imagine that the equipment was always just the excuse. The real enjoyment was in things 
like the fellowship — the chance to put a face with the voice of that guy from the next county 
that you have talked to but never met — the opportunity to brag to your buddy about that DX 
contact you made with 2 watts — or how much better your antenna is working now that you 
modified the ----- , whatever it was. | hope you get the picture. At least that’s how I’ve always 
imagined it! 


Now fast forward about 40-50 years. 


My first two hamfests were in the mid 1970s and were as different as night and day. One was 
Dayton — THE BIG ONE, and the other was sponsored by my local club in Louisville, KY and 
held at a county fairground where we tromped through the mud between tables and small 
outbuildings. While | 

probably bought something at each of them, | don’t remember what it was anymore today. 
What | do remember is the fellowship, the opportunity see what other hams were doing, and 
learning more of what ham radio was all about. 


At Dayton there were many exhibits, manufacturers, forums and meetings. | remember walk- 
ing the flea market and asking lots of questions, and everyone was ready to explain what their 
widget was used for and how it was just what | needed. And even if some of the answers 
were just so much sales pitch, | was still having fun and learning quite a bit in the process. 


The Louisville club’s event was more like the swapfests we see today. We didn’t have any 
commercial dealers, much less manufacturers, and we didn’t have facilities for forums or 
meetings. But there was plenty of one on one Elmer-ing to be had, stories to be heard, and 
new friends to make. Now that | think about it, there was one exhibit — a stand near the road 
that was set up similar to field day with the intention of attracting some public attention and 
hopefully some new hams. Like many hamfests of that era, the Louisville fest grew

@ tremendously over the next decade, outgrowing a National Guard Armory, movingtoa @ 


® = small wing, a larger wing of the Exposition Center at the KY State Fairgrounds, and by, 
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@ the late 80’s, moving to the Louisville Convention Center. But even with the success ® 
of the Louisville hamfest, | still have fond memories of spending many Saturday mornings 


@ even into the 80’s at gatherings reminiscent of those country stores — at a Louisville radio and 


electronics repair shop owned by a ham — but | digress. 
Now lets fast-forward another 25 years to the 21“ century. 


Today there is less reason to search out equipment at a hamfest. Due to miniaturization, most 
hams today don’t have the required tools to work on their equipment so they don’t need the 
used parts from the flea market. They can often buy new equipment online for the same price 
they get at a hamfest or for less. Since sales of new equipment at hamfests have fallen, the 
manufacturers and new equipment dealers are losing interest in hamfests, causing decreased 
attendance (which further decreases sales, completing a vicious circle). And everyone is 
pressed for time today. So if the material benefits aren’t there, time is not allocated for 
hamfests and attendance drops again. 


Now back to my original question — What IS a Hamfest? 


Everyone will have their own answer, but to me a hamfest is mostly a social event. Yes, you all 
know that Selene and | go to a lot of hamfests and sell small computer accessories. But that 
just provides an excuse to go — it doesn’t usually provide enough income to pay expenses. 
However, we get to sit and watch the multitudes come past our table — many of them stop 
and talk, even if we don’t know them, some even come in and “sit a spell.” I’m still not too 
old to learn from their stories, and sometimes | even get to do a little Elmer-ing myself. 
Hamfests have given me a chance to meet a lot of folks | would otherwise have only heard on 
the radio. Beyond that, | have made many hamfest friends that | have never even heard on the 
radio. And | usually have some used equipment with which to practice the age old ham 
tradition of horse trading, so | usually come home with a new/used toy to play with and then 
take to the next hamfest, or swapfest, or auction, or..... 


Now it’s your turn. 


Stop and think about what you liked most about the hamfests you remember. I'll bet it was 
the friends you were with, the friends you made, the neat toys you saw, the meeting or forum 
you attended, the chance to talk to someone who had some equipment or experience you 
wanted information about, or maybe getting some hands on experience with something new. 
All of that and more awaits you right around the corner — at a hamfest. Why not relax, slow 
down, and come enjoy the next one?

For those of you who knew Wayne Williams, K4MOB, I’m not trying to follow in his 
footsteps in reference to commenting on Hamfests. However, | feel the need to try to 
pass on the observation of over twenty years of Hamfest management to as many Hams 
as possible. In the beginning of my 42 years of amateur radio, in Chicago, I, and every 
Ham | knew, looked forward to those gatherings occurring a few times a year around the 
Chicago area. They were events that every Ham made plans for months in advance to 
ensure nothing interfered with those weekends. 


Times have changed though. We are a busy people who have to make conscious decisions 
as to whether or not we can spare the time to go to one. The sad results of this are 
reflected in the attendance of the shows, which seem to get a little smaller with each year 
passing. One eye-opener for me was my visit to a small, but wonderful show presented 
each Spring in Chesapeake, VA. As | sat a table, promoting our Virginia Beach fall event, | 
had a stark realization that at my age, touching 60, | was a youngster compared to at least 
80% of the attendees. It made me pay a little more attention to the attendees at the 
Virginia Beach show in September, which made me feel a little older than some of the 
crowd, but not much. 


We had mailed out over 4,800 post cards, reminding all the Hams within the short radius 
of 70 miles of the Virginia Beach Hamfest. The attendance was less than 25% of that. 
What could have been more important than sharing a few hours with Hams within 
ground wave reception of each other? Obviously, there are numerous reasons, both good 
and unreasonable. It was raining? Nothing | needed to buy! No forums | wanted to listen 
to! No tailgating, or not enough of it! — and the list goes on. 


There is one fact that | hope you all can understand. Most Hamfests are currently experi- 
encing declining attendance. As interest and attendance goes down, so goes the decision 
for manufactures and vendors to attend shows. With less vendors, obviously more Hams 
find more reasons to not attend. Eventually, this evolution of degradation of shows will 
cause Hamfests to simply disappear. | hope it doesn’t happen in my lifetime — or in yours, 
for that matter. 


This is why we, who still love Hamfests, must all encourage every Ham we know to take 
part in this time-honored tradition. It’s part of what being a Ham is all about. Without 
interest and attendance, our yearly event will soon be just a memory.
